Prior to the year 1854 the salaries of all these 
Agents appear to have been prid from the 
Colonial funds. The way in which they trans- 
acted the business of the different colonies, how- 
ever, gave rise to grave complaints, and the. 
Treasury resolved on the consolidation of the 
business into one establishment, presided over 
by two gentlemen who had retired from the. 
Colonial Office. The concentration of the whole 
Dusiness in the hands of two superannunted 
officials did not -render the new agency 
more’ competent than those it had -super- 
seded to perform the sequisite duties 
to the satisfaction of the Colonies concerned. It 
soon became evident that the agency must 
be either completely reorganised or altogether 
abolished, ‘In.1858 it was reconstructed on the 
basis which exists at the present time. Accord- 
ing to the Colonial Office,.view: the Colonies, 
through the Crown Agents, bave the advantage 
of obtaining their supplies. under “a well. 
organised.and competitive. system, and all the 
benefits which usually accrue from large dealings, 
high standing and long experience, are enjoyed 
hy the Colonies at a very trifling cost com- 
pared with that which they would have to pay 
to a private agency working fora profit.” This 
is interesting, as showing the food intentions of 
the Colonial Office, but what they may have 
intend.d and’ what has been the actual 


exzerience of the Colonies which have compelled }. 


to do their business through the Crown Agents 
are two'very different things. It i: simply 
ridiculous to say the system is a competitive one. 
It may bein ‘theory, but it certainly is not in 
practice. The Colonial Office kaows very welt 
that Hongkong, or.any: other Colony, could not 
act ‘independently of the Crown‘ Agents, who 
are, to ll intents’ and. purposes, privileged 
monopolists. They are not, asthe Surveyor- 
General at Hongkong stated in Committee, 
salaried from the Crown. They do thicir busi- 
ness on commission, .28 a private ae would— 
ewith this difference, that the Government finds 
them clients whoare compelled tohand over their 
business to them, whether the terms and rates 
are satisfactory or not. The argument that the 
considerable volume of business done ‘by the 
Crown. Agents for a large number of Colonies 
enables them to get the very best goods at the 


. very lowest prices sounds plausible enough, and 


for all we know it may be #0; but the point Is 
at the present ‘time that the Colonies have no 
option in the’ matter, : It may be that Hongkong 
gets its financial and rg 4 
cheaply, or. even cheaper, through the Crown 
Agents as it could elsewhere.. They may per-: 


fectly understand their business, and do It well— 


upon that we express no opinion ;'’ but whether 
they do‘ or do not, the principle. on\- which 
rae have jhe work is a wrong one,,and opposed 
to the spirit of the times. It is quite time, at 
any rate; that some. investigation should “be 
made into the status and working of this institu- 
tion, and of its relations to the Calonial Office.* 
At the present time the position of the Crown 
Agents is altogether anomalous. The system 
is as unfair to the Colonies asit is to the banking 
interests of this country, ‘and it is to be hoped 
that a'Parliamentary inquiry into the whole 
subject willbe instituted. eae ee
